Old-Fashioned Baked Beans 
A large tin milk pan is the 
best baking dish you can use, 
for the goodness of the beans 
depends 
largely on the ex­ 
panse of crusty top. 
To serve 
ten people pick over and wash 
4 cups of small navy beans. 
Cover with hot w ater and let 
stand over nignt. 
Par-boll in 
same w ater 20 minutes, add a 
pinch of soda, drain and rinse. 
Grease the pan with a bit of 
the pork used (I 1-2 pounds). 
Slice the corned pork and cut 
into squares. 
Alternate beans 
with sprinkling of pork until 
pan is tw o-thirds full. 
In a 
saucepan mix and heat 2-3 cup 
cooking molasses, I pint water, 
I teaspoon dry mustard, I tea­ 
spoon, each salt and pepper. 
Pour this over beans and bake 
8 hours, or longer, in a very 
slow oven (pan uncovered). Stir 
top down occasionally and add 
w ater aa required until beans 
are alm ost done, then let liquid 
evaporate, leaving beans moist 
and rich. 
Two hours before the beans 
, are done, bury 12 or 15 boiling 
size onions in pan.

"Massachusetts In 17ft rebelled against unfair taxes. 
Massachusetts remains fair in her own tax levies 
on industry.” 
That is tbs high-spot in an advertisement of the 
Massachusetts Development and Industrial Commis­ 
sion; a message which could be studied with profit 
by lawmakers of every state. 
In Massachusetts, believe it or not, the state tax 
has not been increased since 1520, and the only local 
tax paid by manufacturing corporations la the tax 
j 
on real estate. There are no onerous "extras” and 
the result is that in Massachusetts, industry enjoys 
the lowest taxes in tha United Stats#. 
Mats off to tha Pilgrim stats for that achlsvement. 
And, by indirection, this is a telling commentary on 
other state and federal laws, many in number, which 
have made productive industry the butt of a thous­ 
and crack-pot, depression-making tax measures 
In 
such states, a large part of the time and energy 
of industry must be given to keeping up with the 
2 tex collector. 
The result is obvious—Investors are 
T frightened, businesa and employment lag, and good 
times remain a mirage. 
What one state can do, the others can do. 
And 
the time is long overdue for a return to tax sanity 
in every one of the 41 states, as well as the federal 
government. 
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TOMORROW’S TAXES

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No longer can the American citisen look abroad at 
the heavy tax burden boma by the European cit'r.tn 
and with a sigh of relief thank providence that he 
is not cursed with an equa’iy heavy burden. Tne 
shoe is on the other foot Actual cost of government 
in this country now challenges that of Green Britain. 
According to figures compiled by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, "American taxes 'n 1937 were 
47 per cent more than in 1923 and 22 per cent more 
than in 1921. 
"British per capita taxes, on the contrary, were 
5 per cent less in 1937 than in 1925 and only about 6 
per cent more than in 1923.” 
Actual per capita taxes collected in this country 
about equal the per capita tax in Britain. But, 
Britain has clung steadfastly to a balanced budget, 
or very close to one, while since 19S0 this country 
has squandered itself Into the red to the tune of 
$24,000,000,000. In other words, there are $24,000,000,- 
OOO of deferred taxes hanging over the head of 
American citlsens which eventually must ba paid. 
Otherwise, every man, woman and child in the 
country will suffer the intolerable bardship of 
national bankruptcy. 
The public purse string must be drawn against 
the irresponsible actions of demagogic politicians, 
or the American dollar will sooner or later become 
nothing but a worthless souvenir. Investments, jobs, 
opportunities, "cash” savings—all will be wiped out

It is explained by Walter E. gpahr. in hie latest 
brochure, "An Appraisal of the Monetary Pencil# of 
Our Federal Government, 1933 to l$3$,” printed in 
October of this year. It point* out: 
"In reasonably normal time*, the principal causal 
factor determining prices, as pointed Out briefly At 
en earlier point, lies on the side of production, not 
with the monetary supply. Ag PRODUCTION IN­ 
CREASES, PRICES TEND To RISE. This Is because 
producers in general advance payments to their em­ 
ployees and to those from whom they purchase raw 
materiel# before they can sell or deliver their own 
product#. Thus a purchasing power i# created in 
advance of the delivery of the goods which gave rise 
to tttik purchasing power. The latter is spent for 
goods in stock; for example, much is spent for con 
sumers’ goods already on hand. th is enlarged de­ 
mand, growing out of increased production, cause# 
price# to rise. 
"Much of this purchasing power, advanced by pro­ 
ducers to their employees and others, grows out of 
bank loans. As producers expand their operations, 
they borrow money, bank loans give rise to bank 
deposits and these are drawn into circulation in th# 
form of checks, drafts and money. In this manner 
the currency supply is tbs result and manifsstation 
of business activity, not its cause, as th# advocates 
of monetary manipulation teem to believe. Studies 
of the experiences of various countries support this 
observation by showing that th# ususl thing is for 
commercial loans to lag behind both the upswing end 
the downswing of business activity.” 
This condition I# a result of a banking system that 
permit# banks to make long tim# loans or buy long 
time paper. And, on Mr. BpAhr said in the sam# 
discussion, "And a currency Is sound when it has 
in it no defective element that will cause it to act 
as an inflating or deflating agent in Affecting prices.” 
This kind of long time bank credit certainly makes 
a sound money impossible. It certainly is an im­ 
portant thing for every investor to remember that 
our present system, "as production increases, prices 
tend to rice," the natural corollary to this is, as 
production decreases, prices tend to fall. 


Unseen Effects of Wage Law

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COLLEGE TRAINS WOMEN AE BUYERS ANO 
CONSUMERS TO OST MOST FOR MONEY

Much has been said and written in recent years 
about consumer problems. 
But most of tbs rela­ 
tively few efforts to educate the individual aa a con­ 
sumer have sought to discredit the producer, manu­ 
facturer and middleman by analysts of goods the 
consumer purchases. 
Thus, the primary result of this type of "educa­ 
tion’’ has been to blame the consumer’s plight on 
those interested in selling goods at a profit—which, 
after all, is what all of us are doing, whether those 
"goods” be labor, brain power or tangible commod­ 
ities. 
This, naturally, has tended to create antagonism 
between consumer and producer Instead of co­ 
operation and mutual understanding 
Such an attack makes the olunder of divorcing 
an individual’s consumption activities from his mon­ 
ey-earning productive activities. 
We must realise we are producers as well as con­ 


doler. Just as American education has been drama­ 
tising the earning of the dollar for the oast hundred 
years. 
We have been selling education to our sons and 
daughters to the tune of: 
"Get a high school education and you can earn so 
many dollars. A college education mean# «o many 
more dollar#. A university so many more." 
At no time have we propounded the question 
"lf you earn a dollar, what can you get for it that 
will mean most to you and your family7" 
Students Trained ta Mast Problems 
As tensest education turns from college entrance 
boards and so-called pre-professional courses as 
valid objectives in education for a democracy, ques* 
Hon* of this type come more forcefully Into the fore­ 
ground. 
The value of general 
education or education 
through the ’teens, lies not in tho amount of infor­ 
mation a student can cram into his head. 
It lies 
rather in the value of that information to the boy or 
girl who must live the life and meet the problems 
of human beings. 
It is to this philosophy that Stephens college has 
been dedicated—a philosophy developed out of years 
of investigation and research. 
And since I am an educator and not an economist, 
it may be of interest to know how consumer 
problems first challenge my interest. 
And whits I 
answer this question, please remember that Steph­ 
ens is a college for WOMEN. 
* 
Nearly 20 yearn ago the faculty and trustees de­ 
cided that lf Stephens College wa* to train It* 
students adequately for normal duties after gradu­ 
ation, the first task was to obtain a clear picture 
of the nature and range of their aptitudes, respond- 
bi I it ie* and problems 
Consequently, a comprehensive analysis was car­ 
ried out upon a national seals. In 57 States more 
than 300 women, half of whom were marriM and half 
unmarried, kept dally “diaries” of their activities, 
following specific directions, for almost three years. 
•even Major Areas of AotivHiss Listed 
Our investigators were able to set up seven major 
areas of activity common to ail women, whether in 
private or public life. 
These were communication, 
physical health, mental health, etvlc relations, es­ 
thetic appreciation, consumption a id philosophy of 
living. 
Running like a thread all through the diarists' 
activities, consumption, or obtaining the best for 
one's efforts, won dearly defined as a major prob­ 
lem. 
Thus the taportnnoe at skill and Judgment 
in consumption of good# by women who spend most 
of the salaries of tho nation’s husbands as well as 
their own, does not need elaboration. 
The college's task was to discover those problems, 
to determine which were baste, and then to make th* 
student aware of thorn end to provide her with 
necessary information and technique for their solu­ 
tions. 
So greatly did we feel tho Importance of education 
in this field that consumer education now has be­ 
come a major concern at Stephens. 
But back to a basic principle: Man Ie both a pro­ 
ducer and a consumer. He cannot long continue to 
consume more than he produces. Therefore, he has a 
right to demand a maximum of satisfaction for him 
self and family from his income. 
He has a right to tho anta* consideration as a con 
sumcr. in the formulation of laws. industrial and 
trade policies, os he Is supposed to have been re 
reiving as a producer. 
He has a right to be trained for SPENDING his 
dollars Just ae he has bosn trained to EARN his 
dollars in the first place.

The average man thinks of the in­ 
dustrial Ufo of thla country as con­

The few left 
ara not considered worthy of con­ 
sideration in labor legislation. As a 
matter of fact tho big Industrie* have 
not driven out the small factories. The 
small factories make up a very large 
part of our Industrial life today. 
in IMS, 210.954 factories of all types 
wore In operation in this country 
Ovtr 7,000 of these factories employed 
no wage earners; 95.767 employed 
from one to five wage earners; 53.524 
employed from six to 20 wage earn­ 
ers; and 25.022 employed from 21 to 
SO wage earners. The total .lumber of 
wage earners employed in these small 
factories was 1,689.847. The average 
number of wage earners in the 174.313 
small industries in operation w’as IO 
These little factories that give em­ 
ployment to nearly two million peo­ 
ple ar* located In cities, towns, 
villages in the rural sectional every­ 
where. Among them we find sawmills, 
grist-mills, feed mills, chair factories, 
furniture factories, mattress factories, 
textile factories, sheet-iron indus­ 
tries, clothing factories, overall fac­ 
tories. etc. 
The wages of each employe are de­ 
termined by the productivity of th* 
worker. Each gets the market value 
of his services. The skilled get high 
wages; the unskilled, the untrained, 
the slow, the inefficient get relatively 
low wages. But all ara paid by th* 
same standard—the standard of their 
productive capacity. With two or 


three members of a family at work, 
even at low wages, th* family ta abl# 
to maintain its independence and re­ 
spectability. 
A very large proportion of these 
small industries ar# located in small 
towns, villages and rural communi­ 
ties. There are 13.433 small towns in 
this country thst have populations of 
2,500 and less. Over 10.000 towns have 
populations of less than 1.000. The 
combined population of these smell 
towns ts 9.183.035 This is a popula­ 
tion greater than th* combined popu­ 
lations of Boston. St Louis, St Paul, 
Buffalo. Baltimore, Cincinnati Pitts­ 
burgh. New Orleans, Dallas. Houston, 
Indianapolis and Chicago. Tat little 
thought ta given to th* life and prob­ 
lems of these little towns. 
Few of those who are operating 
these small industries are making 
much above a simple, decent living. 
These industries are In no condition 
to absorb any extra busines cost The 
productivity of labor is a definite, 
fixed quantity that can be determined 
definitely on the market Th* labor in 
an industry must produce th* value 
of the wages paid or tho industry ie 
doomed. These small industries have 
no reserve out of which to pay con­ 
tinuous losses. A minimum wage of 
40c an hour or $3.20 a day for eight 
hours would mean the elimination of 
all workers who annot produce the 
minimum, and this would, perhaps, 
mean th* elimination of over one-half 
of tha workers in the small indus­ 
tries. and the closing of a very large 
proportion of these industries. It la 
doubtful lf th* serious result* of th* 
minimum wag* on these industries 
would ever reach the newspapers. 
The 19.435 small. Independent, self. 
supporting, self-respecting commun­ 
ities in which small business lives and 
thrives are the very heart of real 
American life and American ideals. 
If left alooe they will take ear* of 
themselves under American Consti­ 
tutional industrial freedom, it is little 
less than a crime for an absentee, 
centralized government to make it Il­ 
legal for honest upright citlsens Ie 
otter millions of workers in these 
towns an opportunity to work end 
support their families by their work. 
It is far worse for a government ta 
force these people to join th* rank# 
of the dependents and the mendicaxto.

PLANTING CALENDAR 


The plants were received in early 
September, not over an inch and a 
half high and rather sorry-looking 
little specimens. For a few weeks 
they remained quietly in one of the 
cloth houses, receiving no attention 
except watering. By that time they 
were making themselves at home, 
growing, putting forth new leaves 
and beginning to look green and 
healthy. We then potted them on 
into seven-inch pots, using a m ix­ 
ture of garden soil and spent m ush­ 
room soil, leafmold and pulverized 
steer manure (about a third each) 


I with a little bone meal. They have 
been fed only once since—a very 
I little bloodmeal. 
None of the plants has grown 
over a foot tall but they are all in 
full bloom and very, very lovely. 
Some varieties have single flowers 
measuring three inches across when 
spread fiat. The double flowers are 
smaller, about two Inches. The v ar­ 
ieties are named. "Dazzler” is double 
a rich scarlet; "Mrs. Roberts’’ looks 
like a little double yellow rose; 
"E. Clibran," catalogued as apricot 
salmon is a warm, deep amber 
pink, very good. There are a num ­ 
ber of other pretty double flow­ 
ered varieties. 
The singles are even lovelier, I 
think. "Conquest” has large single 
flowers of warm golden apricot; 
“Fascination” is somewhat similar,

Saxifrages 


Mertensiana, on the other hand, 
is small and dainty, liking plenty 
of 
moisture, 
preferably 
dripping 
moisture. In 
its natural 
habitat 
it often covers moist rock faces 
with a sheet of little tufts of soft 
green leaves, and flowers in a show­ 
er of white blooms with red an­ 
thers. This is one of the saxifrages 
which ripens to the ground in early 
summer and is propagated by bulbs. 
Most of the family are propagated 
by stolons, offshoots or divis'.n. 
The various groups of saxifrages 
include the bolder megasea kind 
the mossy saxifrages which must 
have constant moisture, and those 
called "encrusted,” whose foliage! 
is vari-oolored or silvery from na­ 
tural incrustations of lime on the 
leaves,

species are only for the very par­ 
ticular 
gardener 
who 
can 
meet 
their somewhat difficult growing 
requirement. But saxifraga cordifo- 
ba and s. crassifolia will grow in 
anybody’s garden with no special 
care. 
And saxifraga sarm entosa com­ 
monly known as "straw berry ger­ 
anium” or "straw berry 
begonia,” 
with its pretty rosette of small 
rounding leaves, green marked with 
white, m d scapes of dainty, nod­ 
ding 
pinkish 
flowers, 
grows 
so 
easily and spreads so rapidly by 
Its little "straw berry” runners that 
many local gardeners consider it 
almost a pest. Properly grown, not 
allowing it to become too crowded, 
it makes one of the prettiest edging 
plants we have for a border slight­ 
ly moist and shady.

The best roses are on the m ar­ 
ket 
from 
November 
until 
Feb­ 
ruary. This stock is bare root, so 
facilitates the selection and plant­ 
ing of sturdy material. If you are 
not fam iliar enough with rose types 
to select your plants in this way, 
it would be well to wait until you 
have the opportunity to observe the 
roses In bloom, or choose thse you 
admire from illustrations in nur­ 
sery listings. The colors which you 
select are very im portant in creat­ 
ing a garden picture. At least three 
o f each type should be planted if 
the blossoms are to he used for 
cut flowers. 
"Colors in roses range from deep­ 
est reds through pink to a pure 
white, also from pale ivory white 
up 
through yellows to 
yellows 
touched with rose into deep cop­ 
pery tones. The blending of these 
colors in the rose garden tends to 
avoid too great contrasts and loss 
of 
interest 
through 
color 
spots 
which do not recede sufficiently to 
fit into the background and he in 
unity. 
“It is possible to purchase roses in 
cans a t any time during the year. 
If this is done, one is ignorant of 
the condition of the roots. You are 
also limited in your selection by 
the stock which happens to be avail­ 
able. Bare root stock may be ship­ 
ped without injury to the plants, so 
less common varieties may be pur­ 
chased from reliable firms which 
carry a greater selection fo roses. 
Hew to Prune 
“When 
the 
roses are received 
and ready to plant, both the tops 
and roots should be primed to re­ 
move any injured parts and to 


e. 
give good balance between root and 
top as well as well distributed 
branches and roots. The roots should 
be spread out in the' planting so 
that there is an even distribution 
around the p la n t Roses are heavy 
feeders and all the flowers come on 
new growth. So do not expect ros­ 
es in abundance unless you feed 
them regularly. A good measure of 
manure In the bottom of the hole, 
covered with a layer of dirt, and 
several spades full mixed In the soil 
with which the hole is filled will 
help feed the plant for the firvt 
six months. 
Design For Garden 
"The rose garden which is most 
satisfying is formal in design. This 
calls up many possibilities from 
the old fashioned garden hedged 
in by Myrtle or box to the most 
severe design in rigid formality. 
Your individual taste and needs 
governs the garden design to be 
selected. However, roses are not 
good shrubbery m aterial and need 
a place of their own and lend them 
selves well to organization in p at­ 
terns In a definite setting, as a 
beautiful Jewel placed in the midst 
of a naturalistic development.” 
If rose* are lined up one by one 
along the walks or by the side of 
the house, you have fallen short in 
your appreciation of this most beau­ 
tiful flower and you cannot give 
them the proper treatm ent. You 
are trying to make the rose do 
w hat it cannot do, be sufficient 
unto itself. It needs the commun­ 
ity spirit In a garden of select 
friends, with green shrubs to en­ 
hance its beauty when In bloom and 
to hold the eye when the roses are 
resting.

“Peodi’ Ms an herb, and when 
brewed Into tea and drunk, has th* 
astonishing effect, according to ob-'1 
sedations, of

only 
making 
bad Indians good but good Indiana 
better. 
So far as can be ascertained, it 
has no harm ful effects on the In* 
diana physically, while the p sy ch o l 
logical effects are largely of a re­ 
ligious character. 
According to Indians, the feel­ 
ings engendered by the use of the 
beverage are those of goodness, a 
desire 
for 
kindness 
toward 
all 
other men and promptings to per­ 
form good acts to less fortunate 
people. 
The herb is a native of Arizona 
and is used there by some of the 
tribes in religious rites to stim u­ 
late protherlv 
On a ranch near here where a 
Washoe is employed, the Indian, 
under the Influence of 
the 
drug, 
told his employer he would not 
drive any piece of farm machinery# 
that necessitated 
turning toward 
the left. 
It was against all goo## 
principles to do such an act, he 
declared. 
As a consequences, the Indian, 
riding a potato digger, and coming 
to the end of the furrow where a 
left turn was to be made, jumped 
of the machine and turned 
twice 
to the right, once for himself and 
once for the “sinner” who was rid­ 
ing beside him. 
Another tribesman refused to us# 
red-tipped 
matches, 
because, he 
declared, the color is associated with 
the devil. 
Ptill another Indian, working on 
Caraco Valley ranch, burned a 
new and expensive somberero in a 
bonfire, because, he insisted, it was 
Imbued with the spirit of the devil. % 
While the use of the drug is not 
general among the Washoe Indians 
in this vicinity, nevertheless a few 
of the tribesmen openly boast 
the wenderfully good effects it hi
